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PUNISHMENT PARK 


The idea of Punishment park was born during a youth-controlled 
house-squat in Bergen,Norway in the autumn of 1990.It was back 
then that Kjell and Claes met for the first time.They had both 
just left their bands and,wanting to play and having interests 
in common,they formed a new band and called it PUNISHMENT PARK. 

A band they thought would have something to say in the musical 
world(which is to some extent very untalented and very raw). 

Kjell and Claes were joined by Pez(drums)and Anja (vocal)and 
they started up on December 23rd 1990.Full ignition from all 4 
of them,the wheels were moving. 

Four months later,inMarch/April 1991,PUNISMENT PARK was ready 
to record their first CD.This CD was recorded in "SIGMA RECORDING" 
in Bergen.The well known Yngve Saetre,vocalist in "BARBIE BONES" 
acted as producer.This debut CD was released in August 1991 on 
PUNISMENT PARK'S own label PPR.No one could imagine that a four 
months old band could manage to produce an album of good quality 
containing only self-made music,but the "know alls" were proven 
wrong.PUNISHMENT PARK has gotten good reviews in several fan¬ 
zines.Only one bad review,and that was in a Death-metal fanzine. 

In Nowember 1991 PUNISHMENT PARK signed a recording-contract with 
the German production company "ART und STRATEGIE MUSIC-PRODUCTION", 
a daughter company of INLINE MUSIC in Hamburg.PUNISHMENT PARK 
recorded a second album in DELTA STUDIO,Rotenmeer,Germany in JUly 
1992. 
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In September 1992 Punishment Park toured Belgium,France anu 5 
Yugoslavia.lt was also the purpose to tour Italy,Holland and 
Denmark,but this part had to b£ cancelled due to economical • 
breakdown in the middle of the tour.And,in addition,the band-bus 
broke down 3 times.This resulted in heavy costs for the band.The 
tour ended in Norway after the band-bus was repaired.At the end 
of the tour Leni had gotten tired of the tour-life and started to 
become a burden for Punishment Park.After the last gig in Norway 
Leni got fired from the band.Punishment Park was so fed up of her 
that they even playe d a gig without her. 

Shortly after Leni was out,and the tour was finished Punishment 

Park took a break which lasted a month.They spent this month thiking 
and planning.They reunited in January 1993 and started to write new 
material for the third album.But without a singer it wouldn't be 
Punishment Park anymore.So the search for a new singer who fitted 
the band started.They checked out several potential singers,but no 
one could create the toughness and rawnwess Punishment Park was 
looking for.The band stated advertizing at the rock cafe/club called 
Garage in Bergen/Norway where the faces of the members in P.P. are 
well known along with all the true rockers in Bergen.lt was through 
this advertizement Kikki found Punishment Park.Kikki was looking 
for a !!hard" band at the time. She wasn't pleased with the numerous 
bands she had been in,both in England and Norway.Kikki attended 
the first Punishment Park rehearsal a fine day in Apil 1993,after 
receiving all neccessary material form the band in advance.She was 
totally hooked on what Punishment Park did,and the first impression 
she gave the band was faboloustShe is now the person who rules the 
vocal work in the band.It's no doubt she had found her place in 
band. Punishment Park will tour Norway and Germany this fall(1993). 

Other lands are also being worked on,but nothing is settles about 
this yet.Punishment Park is also looking for a new record company. 
Let's put it this way:The band feels "break-even"with their current 
company Inline Music/AVC.Still,there is a possiblility that it 
will b released more albums through Inline,if the offer will turn 
out good enough.But when writing this(May 1993)P.P. would rather 
release through a new and better company.Punishment Park don’t want 
to label their music style,but some bands can still be cocidered 
as inspiration;Life But How To Live It,Ramones,Ned's Atomic Dustin, 
Blondie,and perhaps a touch of Pixies to spice it just the little 
extra...
